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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 7-25 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The previous rejections have been withdrawn due in part, the amending of the 
claims to obviate problems relating to antecedent basis, and in part, the fact that applicant 
places no patentable weight on the previously rejected phrases. 

Again, claims 1 and 21 are indefinite because the scope of the phrase 
"substantially insoluble" is unknown. Applicants respond by stating that the specification 
provides adequate scope for the phrase. The specification refers to one gas, nitrous 
oxide, and states that it is "very readily soluble" or has "great solubility " Neither of 
these phrases provides any further scope to the phrase at issue and therefore the rejection 
is maintained. 

As previously stated, applicants, in arguing against the prior art rejections, asserts 
that nitrogen is only sparingly soluble and therefore applicants are urging patentability 
based on the scope of substantially insoluble gases. Therefore, it is even more critical, in 
defining the instant invention, to determine the scope of said phrase. 

Claim 22 is rejected because there is no antecedent basis for "the latter," 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 7-22 and 24-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Brilman et ctl. (WO 96/3 1 409)("Brilman") in view of Dunn (WO 

96/33618) for the reasons set forth in the last Office action. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicants arguments filed 06/21/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the art rejection, applicant argues that the record evidences 
no motivation to use nitrous oxide along with nitrogen to produce a foaming beverage 
product. The secondary references states that the nitrous oxide can be combined with 
other gases and the primary reference teaches that it is notoriously well known to use 
nitrogen in foaming beverage containers. Motivation has been clearly stated in the form 
of case law. 

Brilman teaches that the nitrogen gas added to the top of the liquid will enter the 
insert. This will provide the second gas that at least partially fills the cartridge.
